“United States the Speaker.” 


The United States has been for 100 years 
the “speaker” of two continents, and what- 
ever disputes may have resulted from the 
Monroe Doctrine between the North and 
South Americans, no one challenges the fact 
that in grave times a common bond unites - 
all. What could be better than that London 
and Washington should understand France's 
desire—-for the better organization of the 
peace—‘o group around her those countries 
which have suffered the same dangers as 
herself, fought against the same ~-misfor- 
tunes known the same trials and which, ifn 
short, have been created by the same hard- 
ships? 

At no moment in the past three years have 
English or Americans been aware of the ex- 
istence of this grouping, and that is why Fu- 
rope has sv often appeared to them to be a 
continent of anarchy. liow could it be 
otherwise in the presence of these non-co- 
ordinated states grasping out after fortune 
and opportunity as each new shock over- 
whelms them. Everybody seems to have been 
surprised, caught napping, these last three 
years by everything that has happened in 
Europe. When the soviets threw themselves 
on Poland in 1920; when Germany signs the 
Treaty of RapalJo with them tn 1922; when 
the Turks reappear drunk with ambition on 
the terrain of their former excesses, no one 
has sought to scheme things out but hae 
just improvised. - 

It would have been otherwise if, fore- 
seeing the likelihood of certain events, an 
exchange of views upon them had followed.
